Custom has fixed upon the last 


Thursday of November as a day of 
Thanksgiving. 
Precedence for its 


observation is to be found as far back 
as 1575, when a city in Holland gave 
a day of public thanks for relief from 
siege. 
The first Thanksgiving ob- 


servation in America was in 1021, by 
the Pilgrims. From that time on, 
occasional days were designated by 
the authorities for public thanks, 
given for various reasons, sometimes 
more than one in a. year, generally for 
the arrival of ships with provisions. 
During the Revolution Thanksgiving 
day was a national institution, being 
recommended by Congress. 
From 


that time the custom gradually grew, 
in J858, nine Governors issuing pro- 
clamations. 
During the Rebellion 


President Lincoln regularly 
issued 


them, and since that time they have 
came regularly, from the President, 
Governors and Mayors of principal 
cities. 
Gov. Wise, of Virginia, was 


asked by the legislature in 1857 to 
issue such a proclamation, and re- 
fused, claiming that ho was unauthor- 
ized to interfere in religious matters. 
The day has grown to be almost, 
exclusively 
an 
institution of the 


church. Its observance consists in 
attending 
special 
services in the 


morning and disobeying all the laws 
of nature at dinner. 
Unfortunate 


indeed is the one who can tlnd noth- 
ing to be thankful for.

LIFE IN GULF WEED. 


All Sort* »f Cvrlon* Animal* That Joarn*y 


With th. <iulf *!.•<•»«•. L.rreut. 


It issurprisinjr wh»t«uriouscreatures 


dre in pulf weed. Not the least extra- * 
ordinary of these inhabitant* of the ^ 
floating alga) which ar« torne oo the 
current of the Gulf stream is a littlo 
fish that makes it< nest in the weeds. 
for ita own protection from enemies. 
It is made ao like the weeds themselves, 
being orange-colored with white spots, 
lhat one can not detect the ncnly ani- 
mal without actually taking a handful 
of the vegetable stuff in which it seeks 
•belter and scrutinizing it. The fish 
builds its nest by binding together 
bunches of the (fulf woed with long, 
itieky, gelatinous strings. Its eggsars 
not laid in a cavity, but are distributed 
through the mass. Its very fins are 
Bnger-shaped. counterfeiting the form 
»f the weed-fronds. They are more 
like hands than fins, and are actually 
employed for walking through the sea- 
weed, rather than for swimming. The 
fish utilises them also in putting to- 
gether its nests. 


The great gulf current, in its course 


northward along the Atlantic coast and 
around the great circuit that forms 
with its eddy the famous Sargasso Sea 
of marine grasses, carries along with it 
an endless stream of life in connection 
with the gulf weed which floats upon it 
in "windrows." The weeds of varied 
kinds, bring with them from the tropics 
creatures multifarious, conveyed by the 
mighty. river of warm water through 
the midst of the colder ocean. Most of 
them die when the cooler latitudes are 
reached, and thus it happens that the 
larv;« of many forms are found on the 
shores of Nantueket and elsewhere in 
places to which the adult animals are 
unknown. 
They never live to grow 


up. 


The floating gulf weed is literally 


crowded with life. One can not pick 
up a piece that does not carry many 
shrimps or prawns of different kinds as 
passengers. 
There 
are crabs, too, 


small and bigger, which mostly imitate 
the grasses in their coloring-. Of smaller 
Crustacea there arc numerous species, 
buch as the so-called "sea ncas" RTid 
barnacles. 
Jiarnacles arfi crnslacca 


which have undergone a "retrograde 
metamorphosis," MS it is termed, having 
been free swimmers in the early sta(je 
of their existence. They, too, taku 
passage on the seaweed rafts and voy- 
age to the land of nowhere, seeking 
their fortune. 


In the gulf weed, also, is an infinite 


number of mollusks, some with shells, 
and others without any. 
Among- the 


latter are "gea slugs," resembling the 
garden slugs, devourersof plants, which 
are true molluuks also. 
Another mol- 


lusk often picked up among the gulf 
weeds is the beautiful argonaut, H ce- 
phalopod, celebrated in mythic story. 
It is only the female argonaut that is 
Interesting; the male has no shell, and 
is very small comparatively. 


There are lots of ctirious marine 


worms among the gulf weed, such as 
the "sea centipede," abundant in the 
West Indies, which have long detacha- 
ble bristles that sting the hand like 
nettles when the animal is incautiously 
grasped. 
These worms hide in cr.-.v- 


iccs of floating driftwood 
The lalt'-r 


floats until destroyed by the l>oring of 
tiie ship worms that attack it, me 
while affording a lodging for barnacles 
and little crustneea. 
Small fishes fol- 


low the pieces of driftwood as they arc 
carried along by the current, feeding 
upon both cruitacea and harnacles, 
while many seabirds skim about, de- 
penning for their meals upon the same 
small animals. 
There is a species of 


cra3'fish. too, found in the weed that 
makes a curious clicking noise with its 
claws. 


Whnt most people call the "fruit" or 


"seed pods" of the gulf weed arc sim- 
ply little air vessels designed for the 
purpose of keeping these interesting 
vegetables afloat. 
Microscopic crea- 


tures called "briyzoa" weave around 
the air chambers a delicate lacework, 
which often remnins in shape after the 
vegetable matter has decayed away ant] 
disappeared, thus forming exquisite 
filamentous capsules. 
However, these 


are only a few of the passengers that 
journey by the path of the gulf stream 
on rafts of drifting weeds.--N. Y. Sun.

One bright day, on the broad verandas 


ot the hotel nt Punt* Gorda, n beauti- 
ful one hundred and twenly-fivc-pound 
tarpon was placed before the gaze ol 
the guests and the caplurcr ol this 
great beauty gave a dissertation on 
tarpon fishing that may l>c of use to 
other* contemplating angling for this 
ftah. He had been at it day after clay 
for two weeks, had gotten three bites 
and one fish, but was perfectly satisfied 
in the recompense Jor his time, niouey, 
journey and patience. 


"Gentlemen," says he, "I nm prouder 


of this than any event of my life." 


"How did you catch himV" 
"Well," says he, "I secured a boat 


and a man' and had him row three 
miles up toward the mouth of 1'easo 
river. The equipments were a good 
Btout rod and reel, six hundred feet of 
line, a strong hook baited with mullet, 
and to the hook a silk leader, one foot 
long, about as large around as your lit- 
tle finger, so soft and pliable that the 
fish's jaws can not sever it. Dropping 
your bait to the bottom, you have your 
boatman row one hundred feet away, 
then anchor nnd unreel one hundred 
feet of line, which is carefully coiled in 
the. bottom of the bout in such a way 
that it may run out rapidly when tho _ _ , _ . , 
fish starts. This much done, take from B R I C K , 
your pocltet a flask of that which al 
good fishermen are provided with, am1 
imbibe your drink, fill your pipe.smolce 
it, and while the blue wreaths float, on 
the 
gentle gulf 
breeze 
landwarr 


peruse 
your 
novel, 
and 
when 


the sun sinks in gorgeous crimson acros 
the gulf into the western world, ree 
in your line, and proceed to the hotel 
This is your first day—you have caugh 
nothing. This same performance may 
be repented for a succession of days 
with as nnprononnced success. 


"On the fifth day you go again, and 


after having waited some "hours tho 
boatsman tells you that the line is mov- 
ing out slowly—a tarpon is on it. Don't 
get excited. There is plenty of time. 
Mark the page of your novel, lay it 
aside, knock the ashes from your pipe 
place it in the case, examine yoni 
rod and reel, and, finding it in gooc 
Workiug order, wait. Now the fish 
starts more rapidly; he has swallowed 
the hook and it makes an uncomfort- 
able feeling in liis stomach; that is 
Where, it should be. When he has car- 
ried out your one hundred feet of loose 
Q 


line, trace yourself and strike him 
> 


Btrong and heavy. The fun begius, the 
effect is like an electric shock, the fish 
gives one grand leap from the water, 
and as the sun strikes his scales as he 
proceeds on his parabola he gleams as 
if studded with a million diamonds. 


"He procceda at a break-neck pace 


for shallow water, and a dozen times 
docs he leap with renewed energy, his 
fin cutting the water like a gleaming 
blade. Keep the Hue gently taut, and 
if he goes directly from you you will l>e 
unable to guide him in a circle, which 
should be your endeavor. 
Hnve your 


boatman row directly after him. You 
may have miles to go, but you have the 
satisfaction that he and the boatman 
•will become exhausted about the same 
time, but the fish proceeds not far be- 
fore he concludes that this is the fight 
for mastership; he changes his'tactics 
doubles back on you, aud when he does 
this you have that tired, gone feeling, 
as if the fish were lost. lie leaps again 
in the air and shakes himself in a wild 
endeavor to throw the hook, like a ser- 
pent springs from its coils. ITc is again 
in shallow water; 'Vou have rapidly 
reeled your line arid found him still 
there; he crosses your bows atahun- ! 
dred feet distance, and if you keep a 
gentle pressure you guide him in a cir- 
cle which becomes narrower and nar- 
rower as the fish's struggles weaken. 
Now you have him within a few feet ol 
the boat; handle him gently, for if you 
do not it is likely that the silver king 
will make some grand struggle for 1" 
erty, which may prove your sad defeat: 
but you have guided him slowly to the 
side of the boat, ybur boatman gently 
slips his hands in his gills, and with one 
muscular, dexterous movement lands ] 
him in your rxiat. 


You cut out the hook, reel in your 


line, store it away in its case, relight 
your pipe and proceed homeward. You 
are victor in the grandest fight of man 
against fish.—Florida Times-Union.
